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Mushroom farm 
‘will bring lobs’ 


A MUSHROOM farm is 
one step closer to being 
built in Littleport - 
bringing 163 jobs. 

Controversial plans to 
build the state-of-the-art 
facilities, including an 
anaerobic digestion plant, 
on land at May Farm in 
Mildenhall Road have now 
been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The companies behind the 
proposals are local agricultural 
businesses Barway Farms, G’s 
Growers and PGS Ltd. 

Bosses say it would be the 
greenest mushroom farm in 
the UK, providing about 130 
tonnes of mushrooms each 
week, and would provide 163 
new jobs. 

However, the plans have 
caused uproar with some 
locals, who fear the farm, and 
in particular the anaerobic 
digestion plant, will have a 
huge impact through pollution 
and traffic. 

But Peter Sargent, director of 
G’s Growers, which will operate 
the farm, says the original 
plans have been altered as a 
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result of concerns raised by 
locals during a recent 
consultation period. 

He said: “We have moved the 
growing rooms further from 
our neighbours, reduced the 
height of the anaerobic 
digestion buildings and 
introduced new landscaping - 
all to reduce our visual impact. 

“We will also upgrade part of 
White House Road and build a 
new safer junction with 
Mildenhall Road. 

“The proposals also provide 
more than 160 jobs and 
generate over £4 million a year 
for the local economy through 
the purchase of goods and 
supplies providing a significant 
boost in these difficult times.” 

The proposed farm includes 
48 mushroom-growing rooms, 
which will be powered by 
renewable energy from a 
proposed 2.4 megawatt 
anaerobic digester. 

The remaining digestate 
from the anaerobic digestion 
process will be an organic 
fertilizer, which will replace the 
use of chemical fertilizers on 
the company’s farms.

Ex-recycling site 
in bid to expand 

A RUBBER storage plant in Littleport 
could be about to expand. 

Mr M Murfitt, owner of Murfitts 
Industries Ltd in Wisbech Road, has 
applied for planning permission to 
extent the site by 0.4 hectares. If 
approved, it would make the site 1.5 
hectares. 

It comes just months after East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee approved plans 
to change the use of the business 
from a tyre granulation plant to an 
outside storage facility for rubber 
granules. 

A statement submitted to the 
council says: “The Pollution 
Prevention Scheme relating to the 
last planning application requires a 
slightly larger area of land to allow its 
implementation. 

“Due to expected changes in 
guidance from the Environment 
Agency concerning pollution 
prevention for rubber, it is proving 
difficult to design an alternative 
scheme for a smaller area of land. 

“Therefore it has been decided to 
resubmit the application on the 
larger area of land so that the 
Pollution Prevention Scheme already 
accepted by the Environment Agency 
can be implemented.” 

The site has been at the centre of 
controversy ever since a massive fire 
broke out at the recycling plant on 
August 21, 2009, when more than 
2,000 tonnes of shredded rubber 
caught fire. 

Thick black smoke caused misery 
for nearby residents and business 
owners for weeks after they were told 
to keep their premises sealed. 

The district council will make the 
decision about the expansion plans.

IF you’re driving along and 
spot a pedal-powered, alien¬ 
looking vehicle passing you 
by, don’t panic - it is still the 
21st century. 

It’s just one man who has 
decided to take a step back in 
time in a bid to save on ever- 
increasing fuel costs. 

Peter McCaig, 38, from 
Soham, has bought an 
electric, pedal-powered Sir 
Clive Sinclair 1985-design C5 
vehicle to go about his daily 
chores. 

Mr McCaig, who works as 
a school bus driver for 
Barway-based firm A&P 
Travel, bought the quirky 
vehicle from internet auction 


site eBay for a modest £185. 

Now, he is making the 
most of the summer weather 
and pedalling his way along 
the back roads to and from 
work-much to the 
amusement of passers-by. 

Mr McCaig, of The Cotes, 
said: “It gets a lot of points 
and stares, that’s for sure. 

“I’ve been whizzing around 
Soham in it and have been to 
and from work in it most days 
since I bought it. 

“It’s amazing - not only 
have I saved £15-£25 a week 
on petrol but I’m also getting 
myself fit as it’s pedal- 
powered. 

“It only takes me around 
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12 minutes to get to work and 
in the car it would take IQ- 
15. It’s also doing wonders 
for my tan.” 

Mr McCaig’s vehicle is one 
of only about 12,000 C5s 
made, and has a top speed of 
about 15mph. 

It is classed as a bicycle 
so he is allowed to ride it on 
all roads. 

Mr McCaig said: “I could 
effectively use it on the A14 
but I don’t think I’ll risk that. 

“It can be slightly risky 
when it comes to lorries 
passing me by but I haven’t 
had any incidents yet. 

“It’s doing me the world of 
good.”

Kitty drove The King’s 
Cruiser, designed and built 
by micro-engine specialist 
Ian Larque and Cambridge 
Design Partnership, her 
father’s technology 
company.

Cottage to be kept 
for the community 


A PRECIOUS building in 
Ely will be renovated and 
used as a community 
facility, residents are being 
assured. 

Community leaders have come 
together to discuss the future of 
Makings Cottage, in Waterside, 
and have agreed that the Grade II 
listed building must serve the 
community. 

It comes just a week after East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
new leader Peter Moakes ordered 
that plans to turn the derelict 
building into holiday lets be 
thrown out. 

Earlier this year the authority’s 
planning committee approved 
proposals to transform the much- 
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loved building into two council- 
run self-contained holiday lets. 

However, there was uproar 
from local organisations and 
residents who insisted their views 
were being ignored, that the 
council was being greedy and that 
there were better ways to make 
use of the building for the benefit 
of the whole community. 

The district council organised a 
meeting for representatives from 
groups including the Ely Society, 
Ely Perspective group, ADeC, the 
Friends of Jubilee Gardens and 
Compass Group, which runs The 
Makings, to have their say. 


Ideas raised so far include 
turning the building into a visitor 
centre, a register office, an artist 
studio and even an ice cream 
parlour. 

The ideas will now be analysed 
by officers to see which could 
make the best use of the building. 

Cllr Moakes said: “Ely’s 
Riverside is a wonderful part of 
our city offering peace and 
reflection, a place to play and the 
chance to socialise with family 
and friends. 

“It would be a real shame not to 
make the most of this fantastic 
asset - this is why we are looking 
again at how to best use the 
Makings Cottage for the benefit 
of the whole city.”

5,000 oppose 
car park fees 


ALMOST 5,000 people have 
now signed a petition 
opposing plans to 
introduce parking charges 
in Ely. 

Furious business owners and 
residents are continuing to throw 
their weight behind the ‘Say No 
To Parking Charges’ campaign, 
which was launched a fortnight 
ago. 

In the last 10 days alone, some 
2,500 people have signed the 
petition. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the campaign has been 
spearheaded by irate business 
owners, shopkeepers and 
members of the Ely Traders’ 
Association, who are urging East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
and Cambridgeshire County 
Council to abandon plans to 
introduce civil parking 
enforcement in the city. 

They, alongside residents who 
have bombarded the Weekly News 
with letters, insist forcing people 
to pay to park will kill off trade in 
Ely city centre. 

Andrew Olley, manager of the 
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City Cycle Centre in Market Street 
and a member of the traders’ 
association, said: “People in and 
around Ely are realising that with 
two supermarkets hovering on 
the outskirts, it could spell the 
end for their town centre. 

“They just want their 
councillors to listen to them. At 
the moment, Ely town centre 
brings in people and money and 
retains it in the community in a 
way that supermarkets don’t. 

“Fifteen per cent of the people 
signing the petition are from 
outside East Cambridgeshire. 

“Another 45 per cent are from 
the surrounding areas - from 
Littleport, Haddenham, Soham, 
Sutton, Stretham, Isleham and 
the Downham villages. 

“The opposition to the charges 
is massive and widespread and 
our councillors need to be made 
aware of this.” 

As well as making motorists 
pay to park in car parks and on 
streets, the scheme could give 


police and traffic wardens the 
power to enforce restrictions and 
issue tickets and fines. 

But despite the uproar, the 
councils insist civil parking 
enforcement will reduce 
congestion and make roads safer. 

The petition is in about 40 
shops in the Ely area. 

Peter Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
said: “We completely understand 
how local businesses, residents 
and visitors to Ely feel about the 
idea of introducing new parking 
controls or charges. 

“However we all know the 
extreme financial pressures 
which are being placed on all 
areas of our lives and council 
services are not immune from 
this. 

“I would reassure people that 
when we put forward proposals 
we will ensure everyone has their 
chance to give us their views on 
them and we will listen.”

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Cannabis farm 
trial collapses 
as lawyer quits 


THE trial of a man 
accused of playing a 
part in running a 
massive cannabis 
farm near Ely has 
collapsed. 

Kevin Hart, 41, was on 
trial at Cambridge Crown 
Court charged with 
conspiracy to produce a 
class B drug. 

It follows a police raid on 
a three-storey barn at Tree 
Farm, in Haddenham, in 
July last year, where almost 
7,000 cannabis plants 
worth £45,000 were seized. 

Officers believe the 
skunk farm produced 
cannabis worth £3 million 
every year - with set-up of 
costs of £200,000 alone - 
and was one of the ‘top 
three’ drug factories 
uncovered in the UK. 

But on Monday, five days 
into Hart’s trial, his defence 
counsel withdrew from 
proceedings, causing the 
trial to break down. 

Iain Suggett, repres¬ 


enting Hart, decided to 
withdraw from the case, 
stating that the directions 
he had been given by his 
client were not what Hart 
was putting before the 
court. 

Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth then discharged the 
jury. 

During the trial, Hart, of 
Elm Close, Huntingdon, 
pleaded not guilty to the 
charge and told the jury he 
had acquired the barn to 
grow salvia divinorum - a 
form of sage that can be 
legally smoked. 

He said he severed his 
links with the operation 
three years later when he 
found out his colleagues 
were producing cannabis. 

In day three of the trial, 
the jury heard from Dr 
David Potter, a chartered 
biologist and specialist 
cannabis expert for more 
than a decade, who took to 
the witness box. 

He said: “I have grown 
this type of sage before. 


“I put the roots in a high 
humidity environment and 
all they did was collapse. It 
was too harsh of an 
environment for them to 
even establish." 

John Farmer, prose¬ 
cuting, asked Dr Potter: 
“Can you think of any other 
commercially-viable plants 
that could be grown in 
these conditions?” 

Dr Potter replied: “No, I 
cannot.” 

The jury had heard how 
huge quantities of carbon 
monoxide were pumped 
from cannisters into the 
metal barn to help 
industrial amounts of 
cannabis to grow under UV 
lights. 

Six other men have 
already pleaded guilty to a 
series of drug production- 
related charges in 
connection with the raid 
and remain in prison. 

A re-trial for Hart has 
been scheduled for January 
9 next year.

A SCHOOLBOY who 
suffers with cystic fibrosis 
has been left devastated 
after thieves stole his 
beloved jet ski.

“Iwoke up on Thursday 
morning and couldn’t believe it 
when I saw it had gone. They 
must have cut the ball lock and 
then just made off with all of it - 
the jet ski and the trailer. They 
left nothing behind. 

“We’re all absolutely gutted - 
especially Jake. We used the jet 


ski as the bouncing motion on 
the water really helped clear the 
mucus from Jake’s chest. 

“It wasn’t just something for a 
bit of fun - we used it as it was 
important for his physiotherapy. 

“We just want it back - we 
can’t afford to just buy another 
one.

Plans harmful to 
the high street 


Parking debate has to be seen in context 



Sir, further to recent 
correspondence 
regarding the 
introduction of new 
parking controls, I feel it 
is important to write to 
ensure residents and 
communities are aware 
of the true facts. 

First, let me make it very 
clear that there are no 
plans or proposals to 
bring in parking charges 
in Littleport or Soham. 
Neither of the two towns 
face the pressure on car 
parking spaces which 
we find on a daily basis 
in Ely. 

I would also take up 
your correspondent G R 
Spinks (Village’s ‘final 
nail in coffin’, Weekly 
News, June 16) regarding 
their comments on the 
future of Littleport. The 
residents of the town 
have come together in 
recent months to help 


put together a vision for 
the future of Littleport 
through its Masterplan. 
The enthusiasm and 
commitment they 
showed for their home 
town reverberates 
throughout the 
document. 

The Masterplan sets out 
how growth over the 
next 20 years will ensure 
Littleport remains a key 
part of East 
Cambridgeshire by 
identifying the sites for 
development, 
opportunities for new 
jobs and how to 
regenerate the town 
centre. It would be 
wrong to dismiss the 
hard work of so many 
when we are on the 
brink of achieving great 
success. 

Returning to car 
parking, we know how 
emotive this can be for 


many people. We have 
every sympathy for how 
local businesses, 
residents and visitors to 
Ely feel about the idea of 
introducing new 
parking controls or 
charges. In a perfect 
world this is not 
something that we 
would be looking at and 
we would all continue to 
enjoy the benefits of free 
parking throughout the 
city. 

Last year, we spent over 
£350,000 on car parks in 
Ely - a significant 
proportion of these 
costs were funded by 
council tax payers from 
across the whole of the 
district. This a 
substantial amount that 
could be used to protect 
and support other 
community-based 
services and for a small 
authority like East 


Cambridgeshire, there 
reaches a point when 
there is nothing left to 
cut, so looking at 
changes is inevitable. 
This is why we are 
working with 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council to introduce 
Civil Parking 
Enforcement and 
parking controls to 
tackle the growth in 
demand for car parking 
spaces in Ely. I would 
like to stress that when 
we put forward 
proposals we will 
consult widely and 
openly about them. 

We will listen, but the 
debate has to be seen in 
the context of the 
financial pressures 
which we face.

Sir, I read with interest an article in 
The Sun newspaper that I thought 
at first to be yet another complete 
waste of time. Mary Portas of 
television fame - Mary Queen of 
Shops - been appointed to give an 
independent report to David 
Cameron on the decline of high 
street shopping, trade and what 
can be done to address the many 
empty shops in very village, town 
and city. 

In the article were some interesting 
facts and figures. 

■ In two years a third of all high 
street shops will be empty. 

■ Out-of-town shopping centres 
have published sales increases of 
11.5 per cent. 

■ Internet shopping has grown by 
a staggering 71.5 per cent. 

David Cameron has said that if we 
do nothing and allow the above 
trend to continue, the British high 
street will be lost forever. 

The same week, my free local 
newspaper dropped through the 
door and to my horror the front 
page story was the proposal to 
charge for parking in East 
Cambridgeshire towns and Villages 
with Ely, Soham and Littleport 
actually named. 

Two years ago, Cambridge lost our 
shopping trade when we had to pay 
almost £20 parking to do our 
Christmas shopping. We drove our 
fully loaded car out of Cambridge 
moaning all the way about the 
shopping tax we had just paid. 

Since then we have enjoyed 
spending the same £20 in petrol to 
go to Bluewater, park for free and 
shop in the warm and dry 
conditions with all the major 
retailers represented and even 
enjoyed the varied food in the food 
hall. 

If you are lucky you are in 
employment but have not had a 
pay increase for four years and seen 
your money dwindle. If you are less 
fortunate you have seen your 
career destroyed and everything 
you have worked for lost. At this 
exact time an elected member of 
the local council proposes parking 
charges to “help” whatever they say 
it will help. This is not about the 
environment or to reduce 
congestion. This is all about 
another tax as an easy option to 
replace what the Government have 
said local councils must save on 
their budget. 

It will not help the local shopkeeper 
and it will not help the shoppers 
who don’t want to travel to out-of- 
town facilities. 

Normally, if my wife is visiting a 
friend I have on occasion visited 
the village centre of Soham on a 
Saturday. I have a little look 
around, feed the ducks, pop in and 
buy a newspaper then go for a 
cooked breakfast. If there was a 
parking charge I just would not 
bother. 

Last weekend we went to Tesco and 
then popped into Ely. While we 
were there we bought a couple of 
bits from the market stalls and as 
we were having a barb cue later in 
the day we went for some chips. 
Again, my wife and I agreed that if 
there had been a parking charge we 
would have just gone to Tesco and 
she would have looked for 
something online or not have 
bothered at all. 


I disagree with a readers comment 
that parking charges are inevitable 
and that they have not harmed 
Cambridge or Bury. Nothing is 
inevitable. Councils and 
government are elected by us and 
if we do not like or want something 
then it’s our place to say no. 

May the last shopkeeper to pack up 
and leave the high street please 
switch off the lights.

SHOPS, schools, play areas 
and other community 
facilities must be built 
close to houses so people 
can walk or cycle to them. 

That’s the message from 
residents who have been voicing 
their opinions about plans to 
build thousands of new homes in 
the north of Ely. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has been consulting with 
members of the public over plans 
to develop land to the north of 
the city’s Princess of Wales 
Hospital during the next 20 years. 

The authority wants to build 
about 3,000 news homes and 
facilities including schools, parks, 
community centres and offices. 

The results of a series of public 
consultations held this spring have 
revealed that 82 per cent of people 
want key facilities to be close to 
housing to maximize walking and 
cycling opportunities. 

Some 81 per cent of people 
want to see development 
reinforce the special character of 



Ely through high-quality design 
and 84 per cent want to see the 
site being between 30 and 40 per 
cent open space. 

When it comes to the type of 
housing, 71 per cent of people 
believe there should be a range of 
options. Some 44 per cent want 
to see traditional homes being 
built, 19 per cent want modern 
housing and 36 per cent want a 
mixture. 

People also said that any 
northern link road should have 
special character and should be 


more of an avenue than a road. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, pictured, 
chairman of the council’s 
development and transport sub¬ 
committee, said: “The findings 
show that local people welcome 
growth when it is well planned, 
well designed and meets the 
needs of the community. 

“Future growth in Ely should 
not be about placing as many 
homes on a plot of land as 
possible. 

“It is about building real 
communities which allow for 
individual design, have key 
facilities at their heart and meet 
the highest standards of energy 
efficiency. 

“It is now our aim to put these 
principles into policy to ensure 
when growth does come it meets 
the needs of our residents.” 

The results of the consultation 
will be used to draw up a North 
Ely Development Framework 
document which will help ensure 
the ideas put forward by the 
public are reflected in the 
council’s planning policies.

Chance to help 
shape the future 

PEOPLE who live or work in East 
Cambridgeshire are being given the 
chance to say how the area can improve. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council is 
to launch a major public consultation 
asking people how the district can 
improve and develop in the future. 

A recent decision by the Government 
allows the authority to review its Core 
Strategy in a bid to give communities a 
greater say in their area’s development. 

A key objective will be to produce 
‘visions’ for all key towns and villages in 
the district which have not yet been 
covered by masterplans. The plans will set 
out how developments and improve 
ments for the next 20 years. 

They will then be used to guide 
decisions on development and help 
ensure facilities such as doctors’ surgeries, 
cycle paths and community centres are in 
place. 

The district council will be working with 
residents and parish councils to draw up 
the visions. They want to hear views on 
issues such as housing numbers, 
employment growth, community 
priorities, potential development sites and 
infrastructure needs. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, council leader and 
chairman of the development and 
transport sub-committee, said: “Please 
take the chance to get involved and put 
forward your thoughts when the chance 
comes along.” 

The first stage of consultation will run 
during the summer, taking place in most 
villages between June 27 and July 18.

O NE of the most 

popular nostalgia 
books about East 
Cambridgeshire is Memory 
Lane, a pictorial portrait of 
Ely and the Fens featuring 
images from the 
Cambridgeshire Collection. 

It focuses on the area over the 
last 50 years, and includes pictures 
of city streets, the cathedral and 
events that many people will 
remember fondly, as well as 
images of village life. 

The author of the book, which is 
now out in paperback, is Mike 
Petty, former librarian of the 
Collection and columnist for the 
Weekly News. 

He said: “The cathedral city of 
Ely dominates the countryside, 
standing high above the 
surrounding fenland as it has 
done for many centuries. While 



the cathedral seems unchanging, 
the area around it has been 
undergoing considerable changes 
within the last 40 years. 

“Much of what was yesterday an 
everyday part of the scene has 
now become just a memory The 


RAF Hospital, Ely High School, the 
Rex Cinema, the sugar beet 
factory, the Grunty Fen Express, 
the Mepal Nuclear Missile Base... 
all gone. 

“Villages too have seen the loss 
of their shopping facilities, their 
pubs, schools and blacksmiths.” 

Among the pictures are street 
scenes such as the one of the High 
Street in 1968 showing a shop 
people will well remember, 
Lipton’s.

W HEN animal lovers 
Coral Hobbs and 
Ian Barnes 

relocated to Cambridgeshire 
five years ago, it wasn’t just 
their two young children in 
tow 

The couple, formerly from Basildon, 
Essex, saw moving to Littleport as their 
great escape to the country - and with 
diem came a whole host of creatures 
great and small. 

Speaking from their home in 
Hempfield Place, Coral, 31, said: “We 
fancied a change of scenery and 
craved the countryside. We had lots of 
animals where we were in Basildon 
but we wanted more space, not just for 
us and the kids, but the animals as 
well. 

“They’re our babies and we wanted 
to help as many other animals in need 
as we possibly could.” 

Coral, Ian, their daughter, Kayleigh, 
8, and son, William, 7, share their 
home with everything from tiny baby 
birds to a large, fully-grown Irish 
Wolfhound - the majority of which are 
all rescued. 

Coral said: “Because of my love for 
animals and tattoos I tend to be 
known as the mad painted lady with 
all the animals. 

“It took the mums at the school 
quite a while to get used to me but 
that’s just the way I am - Ian and I have 
always been animal crackers. 

“We have 11 dogs, ranging in size 
from chihuahuas to an Irish 
wolfhound, seven cats, rabbits, guinea 
pigs, other small animals, four parrots 
and aviaries full of birds. But it doesn’t 
end there. I’m a massive reptile and 
exotics fan and have 12 tarantulas, two 
corn snakes, hermit crabs and giant

African land snails. 

“Plus we rent two and a half acres of 
land in the village where I keep my two 
horses, four goats, two lambs, 
chickens, ducks, geese, turkeys and 
guinea fowl. Oh, and I can’t forget 
Dolly the pig.” 

Coral and Ian’s passion for all things 
furry, feathery, prickly and slimy has 
led them to trying to help as many 
wild animals as they can. 

They are now calling themselves 
Little Wren’s wildlife rehabilitation 
sanctuary. Already this year they have 
helped to rescue and nurture dozens 
of wild animals in need. 

Coral said: “The wildlife side of 
things started off in Essex when I 
became a volunteer at a local wildlife 
sanctuary. I helped the centre rear all 
sorts of birds and animals, enabling 
them to go back into the wild and live 
the life they should. 

“When we moved to 
Cambridgeshire, it continued and 
people started knocking on my door 
with buckets of baby birds that they 
had found and hedgehogs in boxes. 


Me being me, I can’t refuse anything 
and will take anything under my wing. 

“I’ve rescued baby birds, including 
doves and rooks, baby field mice and 
even toads. I’ve helped everything in 
the past, including badgers, which are 
a bit tricky, and baby deer.” 

Last year, Coral and Ian even hand- 
reared two fox cubs, one of which they 
called Todd. 

Coral said: ‘A litter of four fox cubs 
were found crushed in bales of straw 
that were being delivered to a power 
station. Two of the cubs had already 
died but the other two were still alive 
so we took them on. 

"We raised them until they were 
around five months old and then they 
went to an animal sanctuary in 
Norfolk before gradually being 
released into the wild. That’s why we 
do it - the experience of nurturing an 
animal in need and then knowing they 
are then back out in the wild is 
amazing.” 

“All of this is funded out of our own 
pockets so if anyone has any papers, 
cardboard or food to spare then we’d 
be extremely grateful.”

“This is perfectly normal, so there’s 
no need to be worried. They should 
only be rescued by humans if they are 
in danger, for example close to a road 
or somewhere where predators can 
get them."

Joy as school 
sports scheme 
gets a reprieve 


A SCHEME which encourages 
thousands of schoolchildren in 
the Ely area to play sport has 
been given a last-minute lifeline. 

The Witchford School Sports 
Partnership (WSSP), like many school 
sports partnerships across the country, 
was facing an uncertain future this 
summer. 

Education Secretary Michael Gove had 
decided to slash £162 million a year in 
funding from school sports partnerships 
across England. 

The move would have cut £1.2 million 
in Cambridgeshire alone. The WSSR which 
operates at Witchford Village College and 
involves primary schools from across East 
Cambridgeshire, would have folded. 

But following a public backlash, Mr 
Gove decided to provide enough funding 
for the partnerships to continue running 
-just on a smaller scale. 

As of September, the WSSP will have its 
funding slashed by 50 per cent - meaning 
it will be able to run one day per week 
instead of the current two. However, 
Diane Baker, the partnership’s 
development manager, was pleased. 

She said: “We all thought that come 
September, once the funding had come

to an end, we would have to call it a day. 

“Even though we will only be able to 
operate one day per week, at least we’re 
still able to make some sort of difference. 

“We hope to be able to continue for at 
least two more years. The support for the 
WSSP is incredible and it is clear it has a 
huge impact on the thousands of 
children who benefit from it. 

“I would like to thank all the college 
staff, primary schools and parents for 
their support.” 

The School Sports Partnership scheme 
also operates at the specialist sports 
colleges of Netherhall, Comberton and 
Hinchingbrooke. 

As well as encouraging children to try 
new sports and organising sports 
competitions for them, the WSSP is also 
celebrating the countdown to the 
Olympic Games with a special event.

Rent woes leave

A SINGLE father and his 
two children are 
homeless after being 
evicted from their house. 

Michael Medcalf, 43, had 
lived in a three-bedroom 
Sanctuary Hereward house 
with his two sons, Jake, 12, 
and Callum, 8, since 2004. 

But for the past few weeks 
he has been sofa-hopping at 
friends’ homes and sleeping 
in hotels with his children 
after being evicted from the 
house in Plains Lane, 
Littleport. 

He has had to move his 
younger son to another 
primary school and fears he 
will also have to relocate 
Jake to another school and 
that he could lose his job. 

Mr Medcalf, who works as 
a delivery driver for Tesco, 
says that Sanctuary 
Hereward has thrown him 
out instead of helping him 


with his debt problems. 

However, the housing 
association insists it has 
supported him and that it 
was were “left with no 
choice” but to evict the 
family. 

Mr Medcalf said: “We have 
nowhere to go. There’s only 
so long we can stay with 
friends or in hotels.” 

Mr Medcalf first started 


having money problems in 
2006. He said: “There have 
been times when I’ve 
struggled to pay my rent but 
everyone has money 
problems. 

“I’ve never been a 
nuisance tenant, I kept my 
home nice and tidy and 
instead of helping me with 
my problems they just 
kicked us out.” 


However, a spokesman for 
Sanctuary Hereward insists 
the association gave him all 
the support it could. 

He added: “The support 
we have provided includes 
personal meetings with our 
officers, referrals to the 
Citizens Advice Bureau and 
arrangements to allow him to 
pay his arrears in affordable 
monthly amounts. 

“Unfortunately, Mr 
Medcalf defaulted on the 
payment arrangements on 
several occasions and we 
were left with no alternative 
but to seek a court order in 
2007 for payment of the 
arrears." 

The spokesman said that 
order was unsuccessful, as 
were a further two. 

The spokesman added: 
“We would encourage all 
residents to talk to us if they 
are experiencing difficulties 
with their rent and we will 
provide every support we 
can to help them get their 
finances back on track.”

The big film 


THE BEAVER 
certificate 12A 91m 

THE trials of Mel Gibson, whose 
rants to an ex-girlfriend were 
caught on tape last year, seem like 
a curious case of life imitating art 
in this blackly humorous tale of a 
middle aged man’s emotional 
breakdown. 

Hopefully, lingering controversy 
won’t overshadow Jodie Foster’s 
third film behind the camera - her 
most assured effort to date. 

Based on a script by Kyle Killen, 
The Beaver sensitively deals with 
themes of mental illness, suicide 
and self-belief, plumbing some 
very dark nooks of the humans 
psyche as the characters come to 
terms with their failings. 

Foster treads carefully around the 
thorny subject matter, tempering 
occasional sentimentality with 
spiky humour and tearful 
recriminations. 

Her ensemble cast rises to the 
challenge magnificently, anchored 
by a mesmerising performance 
from Gibson who performs almost 
the entire film with a glove puppet 
on his hand, alternating between 
his character’s softly spoken voice 
and the guttural Cockney growl of 
the stuffed animal. 

In other hands - pun intended - 
the double act of man and critter 



would be preposterous but there 
is a fearlessness to Gibson’s 
portrayal that compels us to see 
the world through his weary eyes. 
Businessman Walter Black 
(Gibson) presides over a toy 
company which desperately 
needs one innovative product to 
revive its ailing fortunes. 

While the VP (Cherry Jones) holds 
the business together, Walter self- 
implodes with depression, making 
life unbearable for his wife 
Meredith (Jodie Foster), teenage 
son Porter (Anton Yelchin) and 
youngest boy Henry (Riley 


Thomas Stewart). 

Eventually, Meredith is forced to 
kick out her husband, hoping he 
will get professional help. 
Following a failed suicide attempt, 
Walter returns to the homestead 
with a beaver glove puppet, 
through which he addresses the 
family as part of a bizarre form of 
therapy. 

Porter is furious. “It takes you 
years to get him out of here then 
you let him come back the next 
night with a talking hamster?” he 
rages at his mother. 

Meanwhile at school, Porter tries 
to impress the smartest girl in his 
class, Norah (Jennifer Lawrence). 
The Beaver sounds ridiculous yet 
on the screen, Foster, Gibson and 
co make this dysfunctional family 
snapshot work surprisingly well. 
Killen’s script glitters with some 
lovely turns of phrase (“Walter’s 
ink that stains everything it 
touches”) and we come to invest 
almost as much emotion in the 
beaver as Walter. 

A tasteful sex scene, with the 
puppet in attendance, ends with a 
hilarious image. 

Yelchin and Oscar nominee 
Lawrence are an attractive pairing 
and bring out the grief and self- 
loathing that propels their 
teenagers on the path to 
redemption.

Ten tips to help save water

I ’m sure many of us basked in the glorious spring 
sunshine earlier this year, but beds, borders and 
pots were drying up before our eyes. 

Now, after one of the driest springs on record, some 
areas are in a state of a drought, raising fears of a 
possible accompanying hosepipe ban. 

The Environment Agency has said that East Anglia 
is an area of concern. Other regions may escape 
drought status, but we all need to do our bit to save 
what water we do have. 

The Environment Agency advises householders not 
to let water run to waste while waiting for it to get hot. 
Collect it and use it to water your plants. Similarly, 
collect the running water in your shower before getting 
in. 

Use water-retaining crystals when planting up 
container plants and invest in a water butt which you 
can put under a drainpipe or other suitable gully and 
re-use the water in your garden. 

The Royal Horticultural society has come up with 
10 tips to help save water this summer: 

1. Use waste water from washing-up or rinsing 
vegetables for watering, as normal amounts of 
household soaps and detergents will not harm soil or 
plants. 

2. Let your lawns go brown. They will recover when 
the rains return. Newly-sown and turfed lawns will 


require a lot of watering to be successful, so leave 
sowing or turfing until the autumn. Lawn seed 
companies are breeding deeper-rooted grasses that 
hopefully will stay green for longer. These will be 
worth considering, particularly in drier regions. 

3. Vegetables need moist soils to give their best. 
Water them at key growth stages. The response to 
water is especially marked when sweetcom, peas and 
beans begin to flower, when the edible part of lettuces 
begins to form and when potatoes show flower buds, 


which initiate plenty of tubers. Most herbs are robust 
and better flavoured for a little drought. Digging in 
organic matter in winter can enable soils to hold 
enough water for crops to keep going for a month with 
no rain. 

4. Mature trees, shrubs and climbers, hedges, fruit 
trees and bushes will not need watering during a 
drought. However, newly-planted trees, shrubs and 
climbers are extremely vulnerable and it is difficult to 
ensure the water applied at the surface works its way 


down to the roots. Don’t leave hoses running all night 
- the water will either saturate the roots and possibly 
kill them or it will drain deeply below the root zone. 
Water should always be applied over the surface so it 
soaks the rootball and surrounding soil. 

5. Fruit may remain small if not watered, but it 
should be sweet and well coloured. Cane fruit and 
strawberries will benefit by keeping the soil moist 
every two weeks. In future, adding mulches in winter 
will help improve the soil and retain more moisture. 

6. In sunny summers install greenhouse and 
conservatory shading and ventilation to limit 
overheating and invest in a min-max thermometer. 

7. By grouping pots, ideally in clusters of similar 
size, watering is made easier and moisture loss 
reduced. Mass pots for mutual shading and use the 
largest pots possible. As days lengthen and the sun 
rises, more plants, especially large-leaved ones, can be 
gathered in shadier areas. A saucer beneath the pot to 
retain run-off helps. 

8. Don’t dig new ground in summer if you can avoid 
it, as digging soil allows any remaining moisture to 
escape. Hoe off weeds as shallowly as you can, loosen 
soil with a fork and ‘puddle’ plants into the soil, adding 
a little liquid fertiliser. Adding nutrients helps plants 
make the best use of what moisture there is by 
encouraging extensive root growth. 

9. Establishing new plants in borders during dry 
times can be difficult. Instead, pot them into slightly 
bigger pots and keep well watered and fed in light 
shade until the autumn planting season arrives. 

10. Early summer perennials, irises for example, 
will survive on moisture left in the soil from winter. 
Give late summer perennials such as phlox one good 
watering in the summer as plants begin to flower, 
which should be enough. In the longer term, consider 
planting drought-resistant species in your borders such 
as grasses, Mediterranean-type shrubs such as thymes 
or phlomis, or sedums and other plants with spiky or 
succulent leaves.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


□ Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
□ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries.

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners.

GOLDIE Sayers produced the 
third-best performance of her 
career on Saturday to get a 
valuable second place in the 
Spar European Team 
Championships in Sweden. 

On the first day of competition, 
the 28-year-old javelin star 
donned a Great Britain vest 
for the first time in a year 
and maintained her 
early-season form. 

While many disciplines in 
Stockholm were without the 
leading protagonists in the 
world this year, the same could 
not be said about the women’s 
javelin where three of the top 
four were in action, Germany’s 
Christine Obergfoll setting a 
world leading mark of 66.22m 
to win. 

Sayers had been second until 
the final round after a 
season’s best 64.31m, but
